Edmonton city councillors 
may be presented with a new 
arena deal Wednesday. 

Coun. Bryan Anderson 
confirmed NHL commission¬ 
er Gary Bettman was in town 
last Friday for talks between 
the city and Katz Group and 
things went well. 

Anderson said there is 
still work to do, but a deal 
could be up for council con¬ 
sideration this week.

Anderson said the coming 
election would make reach¬ 
ing a deal more complicated. 

“It will be very difficult 
to sit down and negotiate in 
that kind of a climate.”

The bids are out and Edmon¬ 
ton should soon know the 
full cost of replacing the 
Walterdale Bridge. 

The new bridge and a 
contract for the city’s neigh¬ 
bourhood renewal program 
were both recently put out 
for bids. While the exact 
budget is confidential to 
keep the tender process fair, 
the two projects combined 
could be worth more than 
$200 million. 

The Walterdale replace¬ 
ment includes re-aligning 
the road leading up to the 
bridge, building the new 
signature bridge, and the 
demolition and removal of 
the current Walterdale. 

Allan Bartman, general 
supervisor for special pro¬ 
jects with the city, said the 
city is optimistic there will 
be healthy interest. 

“It is certainly a signifi¬ 
cant job, there is some local 
ideas that can handle it for 
sure and we also have some 
interest from some foreign 
firms and from other parts 
of Canada as well,” he said. 

Bartman said the city 
has already screened and 
prequalified potential bid¬ 
ders to make sure they can 
actually complete it. 

Another phase of the 
neighbourhood renewal 
project, which sees the city 
do major work on several 
neighbourhoods each year, 
is also out to tender. 

Adam Laughlin, the city’s 
director of transportation 
services, said that contract 
is issued annually with the 
successful bidder doing 
work over a number of 
years. 

“We have contracts that 
complete multiple neigh¬ 
bourhoods over multiple 
years just depending on the

likely don the Hall jersey. 

An Oilers team spokes¬ 
person confirmed efforts to 
honour Wiese Sunday, but no 
one was available for further 
comment. 

Brett Wiese’s funeral was 
held Friday in his hometown 
of Ponoka and his young sister 
Morgan wore the Hall jersey, 
said rmcle Kip Wiese. All of the 
pallbearers also wore Oilers 
jerseys. 

Now, the Wiese family at¬ 
tempts to move forward, but 
Jody admits Tuesday’s game 
will be an emotional one. 

“Brett would have wanted 
us to be there,” he said. “We’ll 
be up there cheering loudly 
and probably crying a 
little bit too.”

Algerian bomb squads scour¬ 
ing a gas plant where Islamist 
militants took dozens of for¬ 
eign workers hostage found 
“numerous” new bodies on 
Sunday as they searched for 
explosive traps left behind by 
the attackers, a security offi¬ 
cial said, a day after a bloody 
raid ended the four-day siege 
of the remote desert refinery. 

The official, who spoke on 
condition of anon 3 miity be¬ 
cause of the sensitivity of the 
situation, said the bodies were 
badly disfigured and difficult 
to identify. 

“The bodies could be either 
Algerian or foreign hostages,” 
he said. 

Algerian special forces 
stormed the natural-gas com¬ 
plex in the Sahara desert on 
Saturday to end the stand- 


A still-popular Barack Obama 
took the U.S. presidential 
oath of office for a second 
term on Sunday, facing a 
troubled future but hoping to 
leave behind a battering four 
years at the helm of a govern¬ 
ment mired in ugly political 
division. 

When Obama first took 
office as the 44th U.S. 
president, many Americans 
hoped the s 3 mibohsm of the 
first black man in the White 
House was a turning point in 
the country’s deeply troubled 
racial history. Obama vowed 
to moderate the partisan an¬ 
ger engulfing the country, 
but the nation is only more 
divided four years later, per¬ 
haps as deeply as at any time 
since the U.S. Civil War 150 
years ago. 

Obama was sworn in by 
Supreme Court Chief Justice 
John Roberts during a brief 
ceremony with his family 
in the White House Blue 
Room, meeting the legal re¬ 
quirement that presidents 
officially take office on Jan. 
20. Because that date fell on 
a Sunday this year, the trad¬ 
itional ceremonies surround¬ 
ing the start of a president’s

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Liberals keep

The gloves remained on at the 
Liberal leadership debate Sun¬ 
day as the nine candidates took 
jabs at Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper — and occasionally the 
NDP — instead of each other. 

With so many vying for the 
top spot, no candidate stood 


out as the favourite as they po¬ 
litely debated electoral reform, 
aborigrual issues, housing and 
the environment in front of 
more than 900 supporters at a 
Vancouver hotel.

contender to support running 
either a Liberal or NDP can¬ 
didate in ridings where they 
could split the vote such as Cal¬ 
gary Centre. 

“Canada is too important 
to let Stephen Harper win the 
election in 2015,” she said. 

Trudeau spoke of the chal¬ 
lenges faced by the Liberal 
party and his plan to engage a 
“new generation” in pohtics.

Parole Board of Canada 
say. 

In fact, the federal 
agency has posted an 
“Important Notice” on 
its website to discourage 
clemency applications, 
which it notes are “only 
granted in exceptional 
circumstances.” 

There are 79 active 
clemency applications in 
the pipeline, a spokes¬ 
woman said. 

That’s up from 58 in 
the system last March, 
when the board’s 2011-12 
annual report noted it 
more typically handles 
about 20 applications a 
year. 

Changes to federal 
pardon rules enacted 
by the Conservative 
government have had a 
ripple effect through the 
system.

Canada’s not ready to handle used CFLs, report finds 


Canada’s mercury-waste fa¬ 
cilities are either patchwork 
or non-existent as millions 
of light bulbs containing the 
highly toxic chemical are set 
to flood the marketplace. 

That’s a key finding of 
a report commissioned by 
Environment Canada in the 
run-up to a major change in 
the way Canadians hght their 
homes. 

Beginning next January, a 
new regulation will effectively 
ban the sale of standard in¬ 
candescent bulbs in favour of 
energy-efficient versions, most 
of which contain mercury. 

So-called compact fluores¬ 
cent lamps, or CFLs, will also

enter the waste stream as they 
break or burn out, many des¬ 
tined for landfills where their 
harmful mercury can get into 
the water. 

Environment Canada says 
the mercury contained in a t}^ 


ical thermometer can contam¬ 
inate five Olympic-size swim¬ 
ming pools to toxic levels. 

Ironically, the ban on in- 
candescents is partly designed 
to reduce mercury in the en¬ 
vironment because old-style 
hght bulbs are inefficient, and 
require more electricity from 
the burning of coal and other 
fossil fuels that can emit mer¬ 
cury into the air. 

“Currently municipalities 
do not store mercury — most 
of it ends up in landfiU,” says 
a report commissioned from 
Summerhill Impact, an en¬ 
vironmental firm in Toronto. 

The Aug. 31 study also 
foimd no national or industry¬ 


wide standards for the hand¬ 
ling of mercury waste. 

There was “significant vari¬ 
ability between regulations 
across the provinces, and ... 
nearly all (mercury-handhng) 
facilities ... rely on these regu¬ 
lations as their main environ¬ 
mental management guide¬ 
lines, rather than industry 
standards.” 

The study, which surveyed 
some 28 of the 123 places 
that store or manage mercury 
waste, also foimd Canada lacks 
any facility to extract pure 
mercury from waste, rel 3 hng 
instead on mercury distillers 
in the United States. 
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Use of CFU will skyrocket as a ban on 
incandescent bulbs takes effect next 
January. But CFLs contain mercury, and 
a new report says there aren’t enough 
facilities in place to keep them out of

Alzheimer’s disease 


Brain pacemakers 
being tested 

It has the makings of a sci¬ 
ence-fiction movie: Zap some¬ 
one’s brain with mild jolts of 
electricity to try to stave off 
the creeping memory loss of 
Alzheimer’s disease. 

And it’s not easy. Holes 
are drilled into the patient’s 
skull so tiny wires can be 
implanted into just the right 
spot. 

A dramatic shift is begin¬ 
ning in the disappointing 


struggle to find something 
to slow the damage of this 
epidemic: The first U.S. 
experiments with “brain 
pacemakers” for Alzheimer’s 
are getting imderway. 
Scientists are looking beyond 
drugs to implants in the himt 
for much-needed new treat¬ 
ments. 

The research is in its 
infancy. Only a few dozen 
people with early-stage Alz¬ 
heimer’s will be implanted 
in a handful of hospitals. No 
one knows if it might work 
or how long the effects might

Lance Armstrong 
interview. Body 
language expert 
concludes disgraced 
cyclist not telling all 
the facts on doping 


On Thursday night, body 
language expert Sara Canuso 
helped us decipher Lance 
Armstrong’s mannerisms 
as we watched Oprah Win¬ 
frey press him on questions 
about the use of perform¬ 
ance enhancing drugs dur¬ 
ing his career. 

A twist of the mouth, a 
bite of the lip — indicators 
we learned could be signs 
of arrogance and guilt. Arm¬ 
strong admitted he doped 
his way to all seven of his 
Tour de France titles, but 
showed very little emotion. 

Here is Canuso’s real-time 
observations on Armstrong’s 
body language during the 
second part of the interview. 

9 p.m. 

Lance Armstrong takes his 
place once more in the hot 
seat. The world watched as 
the once-beloved icon field¬ 
ed a barrage of tough ques¬ 


tions from Oprah. According 
to our body language expert, 
Armstrong speaks volumes 
without ever having to open 
his mouth. 

“Again, we see Armstrong 
continually looking down, 
trying to be careful of what 
he says,” shares Canuso. An 
underlying anger also peaks 
through Armstrong’s pursed 
lips. 

9:15 p.m. 

Canuso immediately picks 
up on Armstrong’s crossed 
legs. The fact that he’s hold¬ 
ing onto his leg also suggests 
that he may be feeling par¬ 


tially closed off to Oprah’s 
questions. 

“He answers each ques¬ 
tion absolutely while shak¬ 
ing his head no,” she says. 

According to Canuso, 
Armstrong’s body language 
lends itself to the idea that 
he isn’t being fully upfront. 

“There are signs of hold¬ 
ing back on the truth,” she 
says. “In this case, it could be 
that he isn’t telling all of the 
facts.” 

9:25 p.m. 

The conversation turns to 
Armstrong’s public persona. 
Oprah leads in with ques¬ 


tions about the authenticity 
of his intentions. In other 
words, why is he doing this 
interview? 

“Oprah is asking ques¬ 
tions he does not want to 
answer, so you will see him 
take deeper breaths,” says 
Canuso. 

9:30 p.m. 

As the focus shifts to Arm¬ 
strong’s ex-wife, children 
and therapy, he continues to 
rub his neck, a sign of feel¬ 
ing pressure. 

9:40 p.m. 

With Armstrong receiv-

The program was seen by 
a total of 4.3 million U.S.

Murder, wealth, scandal, 
double-crossing and double 
identities.

— perfect for casual parties 



Ingredients 


• 2 lbs new or fingerling 
potatoes 

• Kosher salt 

• 1/2 cup rice or sherry vinegar 

• 2 tbsp sugar 

• 1 tsp kosher salt 

• 1/2 tsp smoked paprika 

• 1/2 tsp ground black pepper 

• 2 tbsp chopped fresh thyme 

• 1 cup frozen peeled pearl 
onions, thawed 

• 3 red bell peppers, sliced 

• 1 lb green beans, trimmed 

• 12 oz button mushrooms 

• 4 oz prosciutto 

• 4 oz dry salami, sliced 

• 1 lb cooked, peeled shrimp 

• 1/2 cup marinated artichokes 

• 1/2 cup gherkins or cornichons 

• 2 lbs raclette cheese, sliced 


Raclette is the perfect party 
food. Like fondue, it’s all 
about melting cheese. The 
biggest difference is that ra¬ 
clette (the name of both the 
cheese used and the overall 
dish) is grilled or broiled, 
rather than cooked in a pot. 

T57pically, raclette is melt¬ 
ed in individual portions 
using a special raclette grill. 
The cheese is then scraped 
onto a person’s plate over a 
serving of boiled potatoes, 
pickled onions and gherkins 
or cornichons. 


1. Heat the oven to 200 F. 

2. Fill a large pot with potatoes 
and enough salted water to 
cover them by 1 inch. Bring to 
a boil over medium-high heat 
and cook for 15 minutes or 
until tender. Drain, then return 
to the pot, cover and place in 
the oven to keep warm. 

3. While the potatoes are 
cooking, start the vegetables. 
In a medium saucepan over 
medium-high heat, bring 
vinegar, sugar, salt, paprika 
and black pepper to a boil, 
stirring to dissolve sugar and 
salt. In a large bowl, combine

4. To serve, follow the 
product directions for heat¬ 
ing and using your raclette 
grill. Arrange potatoes and 
accompaniments in bowls. 
Guests can heat their vege¬ 
tables on the top of the grill 
and melt their cheese using 
the grill’s broiler. Top pota¬ 
toes with the vegetables and 
melted cheese.
